BUILDING ACTIVITY | IN-ITALY. 


Great activity at present prevails in Italy 
in the building trade, the Government having 
ranted exemption from taxation for 25 years 
in respect of houses erected before the end 
of next year. There is a movement in 
fayour of an extension of the period beyond 
the end of 1926. There has been a very con- 
siderable increase this year in the import of 
timber, constructional iron and steel, and

ELECTRIC SUPPLIES. 
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PROVISIONS OF NEW ACTS. 


The London Electricity (No. 1) and (No. 
2) Acts and the London and Home Counties 
Electricity District Order, 1925, have now be- 
come law. 

The Acts affect the 14 companies which 
supply electricity within a large part of the 
County of London. The tenure of the com- 
a is extended from 1931 until 1971. 

reviously, the London County Council had 
the power to purchase the companies’ under- 
takings as at August, 1931; now. the ‘ Joint 
Electricity Authority,” established by the 
London Order, will acquire these undertak- 
ings at the end of 1971. The statutory prohi- 
bition of amalgamation or association of the 
companies 3s removed, and certain arrange- 
ments for co-operation are imposed. These 
are different in the two cases, but the effect 
is that each group has to put into execution 
plans which will permit it to produce current 
with the greatest economy for the whole of 
its requirements. With compulsory purchase 
in 1931, on terms which involved a consider- 
able sacrifice of capital value, the companies 
have not felt justified in spending capital 
which could not be expected to earn reason- 
able returns and provide for the depreciated 

urchass price by 1931. Now, with 46 vears 
or the qxpenditure to fructify, the case is 
altered and enterprise encouraged. 

In return for the extension of tenure the 
companies have agreed that their future 
dividends on Ordinary capital shall be regu- 
lated by a sliding scale relating the dividend 
tate to the prices charged to consumers. 
They will be permitted to pay 10 per cent. up 
to the end of 1931 {later years in two cases) 
and 7 per cent. aftérwards, with additions to 
those rates only if they sell at prices below

EXPERIMENTS. 


The transactions of the Dublin Buildin 


by Mr. Arthur C. Ellis, Local Government 
Auditor, in his report on the last three year's’ 
accounts of that Corporation’s existence. 
After referring to the contract work on the 
various sites, he procesds to say that the

“ A series of five contracts were, at in- 
tervals, entrusted to the Dublin Building 
Guild. The first of these was entered into 
in April, 1921, for the erection of 10 houses 
and the foundations for 15 more on the fol- 
lowing terms :—The Corporation to supply 
all labour, materials and plant, the Guild to 
receive a bonus of £40 per house and £10 
per foundation to be paid in instalments as 
the building progressed: The figure formin 
the basis of agreement was to be an 
estamate of the cost of the houses, plus 5 per 
cent, (in later contracts this was mcreased to 
74 per cent.) to cover overhead charges. If 
the actual cost of the building was less than 
the agreed figure the Guild was to receive 50.

2°., payable to the 
Guild in addition to the bonus of £30 per 
house. The amount paid to the Guild in this 
case represented 25 per cent. of the profit and 
not 50 per cent. as in the first contract. 

“The third scheme was for the erection of 
198 houses. In this case it was decided to 
divide the scheme into three parts. The erec- 
tion of 80 houses was entrusted to Messrs. 
Martin, 58 to the Building Guild, and 60 to 
the Municipal Workshops—the prices to be 
paid to the Guile and to the workshops Com- 
mittee to be based on the accepted tender of 
Messrs. Martin. The loss on the building of 
the~ 58 houses, as *ompared with Messrs. 
Martin’s tender was £639 1s. 10d., and the 
City Architect certified that the Corporation 
was entitled to a refund of £539 3s. 11d. on 
foot of waste, depreciation on surplus 
materials, on plants, and penalties for delay.” 

“The fourth stage was to entrust the 
Building Guild with the erection of the foun- 
dations of 134 houses on the Fairbrothers’ 
Fields site at a figure cstimated by the City 
Architect. The actual cost of the work re- 
sulted in a loss of £210 2s. 5d., and the City 
Architect certified that the Corporation was 
entitled to a refund of £50 re waste.” 

“The fifth and final stage was the building 
of the 134 houses, the foundations of which 
had already been laid. This scheme was also 
divided into three parts. 46 houses were en- 
trusted to the Guild and 34 to the Municipal 
Workshops on the basis of Messrs. Martin's 
contract for the. previous 80 houses, and 54 to 
Messrs, Wild. « The loss on the Guild section 
of 4% houses on the basis agreed upon was 
£140 6s. 7d.. In his certificate the City 
Architect stated that, upon the terms of the 
bond, if completed, the loss would have been 
much greater.”’ . 

“ In the light of the experience gained by 
these five contracts 1 think that, apart from 
the time and expense involved in supplying all 
material and labour, together with the time 
in certifying all the accounts and wages books, 
the risk of loss and the difficulty in complet- 
ing the work, it is clear that the contract 
system is more sxtisfactory, as it is possible 
to atrive at the actual cost of the work in 
advance, provided the clauses as to fluctuation 
in the cost of material and wages do not form 
part of the contract.” 


ELECTRIC WIRING FOR 
MARINO HOUSES. 


Tenders were received as undernoted for 
the materials required for the wiring of an 
additional 180 houses on the Marino area. 

For the capping and casing only two 
tenders were received, and Commissioner P. 
J. Hernon recommends the acceptance of the 
lower, namely, that of the General-Electric 
Company, Ltd., at 7s: 7.2d. per 100 feet. The 
approximate quantity required will be 30,000 
feet, but the specification provides that 
additional quantities shall, if required, be 
delivered at the price quoted. 

For the wire ten tenders were received 
varying from 8s. 5d, to 2ls. 6d. per 100 
yards. The City Electric Engineer in his 
report on the tenders stated that the sample 
of material submitted by the lowest tenderer 
was not satisfactory, and as the second lowest 
offer did not conform to the specification, 
Mr. Hernon recommended the acceptance of 
the tender of the next lowest, namely, that 
of the Deutsche Kabelwerke, A.G. at 
Qs. 64d. per 100 yards. The approximate 
quantity required will be 250—100 yard coils, 
with additional quantities, if required, same 
as above. .

UPKEEP OF RURAL 
ROADS. 


DEMANDS FOR LARGER 
GRANTS, 


The pressure which is being exerted upon 
the British Government by the Conservative 
agricultural members to secure larger grants 
for the upkeep of rural roads is a reflection 
of strong feeling on the part of rural district 
councils in many parts of England. 

The complaint mainly advanced is that so 
large a proportion of the Road Fund, which is 
accumulated annually by taxation of motor 
road users, should not be diverted to the 
construction of new roads or the extensive 
improvement of existing roads. These, it is 
urged by the rural councils, ought to be 
financed from capital by means of loans, 
rather than from income in the form of the 
motorists’ annual contributions. 

They maintain that the suggested grant of 
£10 per mile towards the upkeep of rural 
roads is wholly inadequate and would not

DUBLIN COMMISSIONERS’

The Minister for Local Government and 
Public Health has made an order, entitled 
“ Housing Local Assistance Order, 1925,"’ 
setting forth the conditions under which local 
authorities may assist persons and Public 
Utility Societies erecting houses in accord- 
ance with the provisions of the Housing Act, 
1925.

A sum of £20,000 shall be included in 
capital sums to be raised for the purpose of 
making grants and giving loans under the 
Order. his 

Land in possession of the Commissioners of 
County Borough may be let at market value 
to Utility Societies or other persons for the 
purposes of the Housing Act, ye 
Loans shall be advanced for a period of 
not more than 40 years at interest not less 
that 54 per cent.

MACADAM. 


PEMBROKE COUNCIL'S 
SCHEME. 


Pembroke Urban District Council invite

Parties tendering to 
give references to existing users of plant 
similar to that proposed to be supplied. 

The tender should state the time from 
acceptance of tender within which the work 
will be completed and, subject to ordinary 
conditions, in operation.

HOW CONCRETE RESISTS FIRE. 


Investigations on the subject of fire resist- 
ing properties of concrete columns which 
have been made by officials of the United 
States Bureau of Standards have proved of 
exceptional value. Some sixty-two columns, 
varying from 12 in. to 18 in. in diameter 
were subjected to a fire test, and exposed to 
a temperature of 1,100 deg. C. Some of the 
columns were of plain eoncrete; others were 
reinforced with vertical steel rods or by 
helical steel wire, the protective concrete

covering being 14 in. thick. The concrete 
used consisted of one part of Portland 
cement, twe parts of sand, and four parts of 
eoarse aggregate measured by volume, The 
materials were hand mixed. 

The tests revealed that columns in which 
the concrete aggregate was composed of 
quartz and granite showed a decided ten- 
dency to spall, owing to the stresses 
occasioned by expansion when the materials 
were heated beyond 570 deg. C. Caleareous 
aggregates, such as limestone, on the other 
hand, proved far more satisfactory. Addi- 
tional protection in the form of a plaster 
rendering gave good results provided that 
this outer layer was itself reinforced so that 
the material would retain its position when 
exposed to heat. ' Columns contaiing siliceous 
aggregate, protected by plaster, strengthened 
or held together by ordinary wire netting 
withstood the four hours’ fire test under the 
normal working load, and subsequently a 
stress of from two to four times the normal 
load. The protection afforded by the outer 
laver was such that at no point within the 
concrete column itself did the temperature 
exceed 200 deg. F., while in the heart of the 
column the registering apparatus indicated 
temperatures which never exceeded 100 deg. 
F.

20,000 houses were erected on what were then 
regarded as new methods, including over 
11,000 of concrete in various forms, rearly 
5,000 of steel framing, 544 of hollow bricks, 
and 40 of timber. It is not, therefore, verv 
likely that any revolution in shuttering will 
have been discovered under the encourage- 
ment offered through the competition. 

In addition to concrete houses, Colonel 
Levita expressly stated his wish to build 
timber houses, including houses built entirely 
of timber, and those with timber framing and 
in-filling of various other materials. Mr. O. 
Topham Forrest, chief architect, has sub- 
mitted a design for a house constructed on the 
ready-cut principle, with the timber cut at a 
factory or mill, and the door and window 
frames factory-made to standardised require- 
ments. After his visit to America he said 
that he was favourably impressed with timber- 
frame construction tilised there for detached, 
semi-detached, and terraced houses, and he 
has made substantial progress in discovering 
oak and other timbers that might be used. 
Further, certain experts of the LC.C. will 
visit Sweden and Norway next month, where 
there is much still to be learnt regarding 
wooden houses.

The Peace of Europe. 


The conversations. between the British 
and French Foreign Ministers regarding 
the proposed security pact came to an end 
yesterday. M. Briand will return to Paris 
this morning, and, according to the official 
statement which was issued last evening, 
‘“common agreement’’ has been reached. 
Post-war Europe has become rather 
sceptical of diplomatic agreements, and 
the fact that Britain and France, 
after six years of peace, have not been 
able yet to reconcile their views on 
important points ‘of policy does ~ not 
encourage optimism, This time, however, 
a certain measure of agreement does seem 
to have been achieved. M. Briand and 
Mr. Chamberlain have decided upon the 
form of France’s reply to the last German 
Note; but the French Foreign Minister 
has been careful to point out that no pact 
can be arranged until further conversa- 
tions have been held in the presence of 
German delegates, The. position is quite 
clear. In February the German Govern- 
ment proposed.a pact of security, guaran- 
teeing the existing Western frontier f 
France. In other words, Germany offered 
to renounce all her hopes for the recovery 
of Alsace-Lorraine. The suggestion was 
that this pact should be signed by Germany 
on the one hand. and France, Britain, 
Belgium, with, possibly, Italy on the 
other. There was-an. implicit demand in 
the German Note for a speedy solution of 
the problem of the Rhineland’s military 
occupation; and, as Germany's proposals 
seemed to obviate the necessity for military 
precautions, British opinion almost unani- 
rmaously was in favour of the suggested 
pact. 

France, however, regarded the matter in 
a different light. She had made treaties 
with Poland and Czecho-Slovakia in order 
to compensate herself for the loss of her 
powerful Russian ally on Germany's 
Eastern flank. She was bound to both 
these nations in various ways, and tried 
to insist that any German guarantee of 
frontiers must include the existing Eastern 
borders on the Reich. Britain, very 
wisely, refused to become entangled in 
the. disputes of Eastern. Europe, and 
several conferences were necessary before 
the final draft of the reply to Germany 
was approyed by His Majesty's Govern- 
ment. This reply was couched in such a 
way as to leave the Eastern question more 
or less open, and the Germans were quick 
to take advantage of the manifest differ- 
ences of opinion between Britain and 
France. An essential condition of the 
Allies’ acceptance of the pact was Ger- 
many’s immediate entry into the League 
of Nations. In the last Note to Paris, 
composed “ith remarkable astuteness by 
Herr Stresemann, the German Government 
seized upon this point, declaring that Ger- 
many's entry to the League could not take 
place without certain modffications in 
Article XVI. of the Covenant. This is 
the Article that outlaws offending States. 
Germany was willing enough to subscribe 
to its general principle; but she pro- 
tested- against the obligation which it 
would impose on her to allow free passage 
of French troops to the aid of Poland or 
Czecho-Slovakia im the event of a war, 
say, with Rassia. It was this refusal that 
led to yesterday's conversations in Downing 
street. itd 
Britain’s attitude, which is shared 
whole-heartedly by the Dominions, is free 
from ambiguity. The people of these 
islands want peace in Europe and are 
prepared to make considerable sacrifices 
to secure it. They are determined, how- 
ever, that any pact of frontier guarantee 
shall be reciprocal. If Germany pledges 


[herself to respect the frontiers of France, 


her own frontier’ alké “must be respected. 
There can be no question of any kind of 
military hegemony in Europe. Further- 
more, if at a later date there should be a 


this or that clause in the pact, or in any 


of the several treaties of peace, no one 
Power can be allowed to adjudicate

Free State Doctors. 

The process of playing with national 
interests may provoke a thrill, but respon- 
sible statesmanship ought not to be tempted 
by such pastimes. At the beginning of 
the present year the Free State Govern- 
‘ment exposed the medical profession’s 
welfare to the gravest risk. The Anglo- 
Irish Treaty deprived the profession of the 
benefits of the British Medical Register— 
benefits which have opened to it, on ex- 
ceptionally favourable terms, the privilege 
of practice throughout the vast domains 
of the British Empire. If these had been 
lost, the future status of the Saorstat’s 
doctors would have been reduced to the 
‘“‘colonial’’ or “ foreign ” level and ruin 
would have descended on the Saorstat’s 
medical schools, Fortunately, the situa- 
tion was curable by special legislation in 
the Imperial and Free State Parliaments, 
and the attitude of the General Medical 
Council was entirely helpful. Yet the 
Free State Government dallied so long 
with this urgent question that the neces- 
sary act of the Otreachtas was signed only 
at the fifty-ninth minute of the eleventh 
hour. Furthermore, the act safeguards the 
British Medical Register in the Free State 
for a period of only twelve months. It 
will expire at the end of next February. 
when the full danger will be revived, 
although by a single legislative measure 
of the Oireachtas the benefits of the 
Register could have been secured in 
permanence. We hope that the Free State 
Government does not propose to submit 
the medical profession’s vital interests to 
another nerve-wrecking race against time. 
Three courses are possible. By merely 
allowing the temporary act to lapse it can 
abolish the British. Medical Register in 
the Saorstat—a folly and _ -.wickedness 
which, as we trust, it does not con- 
template. Again, the Government can 
introduce legislation which will safeguard 
the Register for another twelve months. 
Finally—and just as easily—it can pro- 
mote a bill which will put the Register 
on a basis of absolute permanence in the 
Free State. All the arguments, economic, 
social and educational, support the third 
course. If we assume—and the medical 
profession, the medical schools and the 
universities are unanimous on the sub- 
ject—that the British Medical Register is 
a condition of the profession’s very exist- 
ence, there is not a word to be said for the 
policy of holding it on a temporary and 
uncertain tenure. What lad will enter a 
Free State medical school if he has no 
guarantee that five years hence he can 
claim the hall-mark which will make him 
free of the British Islands, the Overseas 
Dominions and all the British Services? 
Hand-to-mouth legislation in this matter 
will send the Free State’s medical students 
flocking to London, Edinburgh and Belfast. 
New legislation, temporary or permanent, 
must be passed between next November 
and next February, gnd full allowance 
must be made for the accidents of politics. 
The Free State Government has no right 
to keep a great profession in the throes 
of suspense. Its intentions ought to be 
announced without further delay. If it 
proposes to tinker with the medical pro- 
fession’s Magna Charta, the schools and 
students ought to get fair notice of that 
calamity.

Child Labour. 


“In our judgment eight hours a day of 
sedentary employment ought to be the 
maximum allowed by a considerate Legis- 
lature for infants under sixteen years of 
agé.” These words are part of a leading 
article which The Times reprints from its 
issue of August 12th, 1825. Two miserable 
children had been acquitted on a charge 
of seeking to burn down the house of their 
employer, and the evidence had revealed 
conditions of child labour which would 
shame a sayage land. “Here are sixty- 
five poor infants,’ wrote The Times, 
“chained down to the stooping, sickly 
position of the tambour frame. for twelve 
whole. hours, six days in every week, from 
half-past five in the morning, winter and 
summer, when these little creatures, many 
of them not above nine years old, are c-m- 
pelled to leave their beds, until half-past 
seven in the evening. There is a relaxa- 
tion from labour. of  half-an-hour for 
breakfast, one hour for dinner, and no 
more'—no holydays’’ In these days, 
when eight hours form the mazimum work- 
ing day of virtually all working adults. 
it.is hard to realise that in the age of 
our great-grandfathers the protest made 
by The .Times was almost revolutionary. 
Did not Daniel O'Connell. called the 
Liberator. describe the House of Commons 
proposals for the relief. of 
children “ridiculous humanity ’’? Even 
so late as our own century the mercantile 
economists of Germany objected to the 
suppression of conditions that were blind- 
ing and blighting the child toy-makers of 
Southern Germany as calculated to inter-

vegetables and corn. The humble potato, 
however, like every other product of the 
farm, repays scientific treatment. Great 
losses, and even famine, have visited Ire- 
land through the lack of pains in varying 
the seed and carelessness in resistance to 
disease. British farmers are beginning to 
value the potato more than in former 
years, partly because the new conditions 
of British agriculture have made this 
crop more attractive, and partly because 
fresh uses are being found for. the tuber 
beyond human consumption and feeding 
for poultry. At the National Institute of 
Agricultural Botany at Ormskirk, in 
Lancashire, researches and trials are being 
conducted in the endeavour to overcome 
potato diseases. The Ormskirk station has 
been successful in combating wart disease 
and has produced varieties of potato which 
are immune from this scourge. Virus 
diseases also are being attacked. Raisers 
of potatoes consult the experts, and as 
many as two thousand inquiries are re- 
ceived in a season. In a word, thé work 
of the station is to promote a kind of 
potato eugenics, aiming at the production 
of a fruitful and healthy breed of tuber 
for cultivation throughout Britain. 


NATIONALITY AND THE 
INDIVIDUAL. 


EVILS OF MATERIALISM AND 
COMMUNISM. 


The International Catholic League resumed 
its session at Wadham College, Oxford, 
yesterday. The Rev. L. Walker, 8.J., pre- 
siding. 

A paper was read by the Rev. Dr. Mack, 
Director of the Luxembourg Seminary, on 
“The Principle of Nationality in relation to 
the rights of the Individual, and of Society 
as a whole, according to Christian Doctrine. ’ 

He said that since their last Congress cruel 
wars had taken place, wars of races and of 
hate which carried with them ruin and 
destruction, and Heaven only knew how many 
would burst. forth in the near future. It 
was from the moral domain that any mbve- 
ment of reconstruction should take its start. 

The fatal heresy had been preached that 
politics had nothing to do with religion, and 
that the interests of the State and 
humanity were separate from, and not subject 
to, the control of the Christian conscience. 
The consequence had been that the - public 
mind had been invaded by the modern 
paganism which was called materialism. The 
struggle of classes, of capitelism, and. the 
proletariat, as well as the struggle of race, 
had sprung from the same poisoned source— 
namely, the separation between God anid 
modern society. The law of nature. like 
private morality, was subject to some Divine 
will, and they would never admit any dis- 
tinction in this respect between the conscience 
of the individual and the collective conscience 
of the nation.. They had but to glance at 
the methods of Communism to convince them- 
selves of the powerlessness of such a move- 
ment to bring about the pacification of the 
tormented world. " 


WORLD'S BEST WIRELESS 
APPARATUS. 


AMERICAN EXPERTS’ TRIBUTE 


TO BRITISH MAKES. 


WASHINGTON, August 4. 

In a report issued for the benefit of the 
American wireless manufacturing industry by 
the American Government trade experts it is 
declared that the development of the wireless 
industry in Great Britain has reached such a 
high state of efficiency that American wireless 
apparatus manufacturers cannot hope io com- 
pete in the British market. 

Since the removal of the official restrictions 
on the use in Great Britain of non-British 
made receiving sets, the American manufac- 
turers have displayed keen interest as to the 
possibility of entering the British market. 
They are, however, advised by the experts of 
the Department of Commerce that there is no 
opening for the sale of any appreciable quan- 
tity of goods of ordinary manufacture in 
Great Britain. 

Parts and sets, the experts point out, must 
be such as will make. an especially strong 
appeal on account either of their efficiency 
or unique design, or of offering unquestion- 
able value for unusually low prices, if they 
are to secure sale in England in competition 
with British-made articles. Next to the 
United States and Canada, the report de- 
clares, Great Britain is the most highly de- 
veloped wireless market in the world.— 
(Reuter.)

KILLED. BY LACK OF 
ADVERTISING. 


As was announced in yesterday's /rish 
Times, the firm of Day and Martin will be 
wound up voluntarily. 

Dickens worked as a boy in Day and 
Martin’s blacking factory. and it is men- 
tioned by him in one of his works. © Tom 
Hood, George Eliot, and Carlyle also re- 
ferred to it in their works. 

The firm was founded in 1770. Mr. 
Martin, of Doncaster, who was a hair- 
dresser and a surgeon-barber, befriended a 
weary soldier who had outstayed his leave. 

In order to show his gratitude, the soldier 
gave him a secret recipe for blacking, which 
he had constantly used on officers’ boots. 
“ Make blacking like that,” he remarked, 
“and you will make a _ fortune.”’ Mr. 
Martin, with his cousin, air. Day, decided to 
try the recipe. They did so, and so began 
the famous firm. 

Up to 1894 the firm prospered greatly. It 
then fell on evil days, through the unwilling- 
ness of the directors to advertise. The busi- 
ness declined for many years, until it was 
realised that they must either advertise or 
fall to pieces. 

Once more the virtues of Day and Martin's 
blacking were blazoned through the world, 
but it was too late.

AKHENATEN’S STATUE. 
é CAIRU, Wednesday. 

While carrying out a drainage scheme at 
Karnak, workmen unexpectedly come upon a 
statue of the heretic King Akhenaten. 
Hitherto few details have been available with 
regard to the discovery, but it is known that 
the statue is of more than life size. It was 
found in two pieces, and it represents the 
most exaggerated specimen of statuary 
hitherto found of the anti-conventionist 
Akhenaten period, and shows to what lengths 
that ill-starred monarch broke away from the 
conventional arts. 

The statue is altogether unique in its 
grotesqueness, and it is curious that it should 
be found at Karnak, as Akhenaten, in the 
sixth year of his reign, transferred his capital 
from Thebes to Tel-el-Amarna.. It is the first 
statue of its kind found at Karnak, though 
many evidences of departure from the old 
conventions have been found at Tel-el-Amarna, 
espécially in tomb sculpture, Nothing, how- 
ever, so exaggerated as this present statue 
has been discovered. 

When ‘fuller’ details are available, it is 
expected that this find will prove to be a 
revelation to students of Akhenaten art, 
which was to treat figures naturally, and not 
in traditional postures, The statue is being 
brought to the Cairo Museum, where the 
writing on the figure will be examined. This 
may possibly reveal the reason why the statue 
was found at Karnak, and not at Tel-el- 
Amarna.—(Press Association Special tele- 
gram.)

Early this morning the legal experts 
who are assisting Mr. Chamberlain and 
M. Briand met for the purpose of re- 
drafting the terms of the reply to Ger- 
many in the light of decisions reached 
yesterday. The text was completed in the 
early afternoon, and was then ‘checked by 
the British and French Foreign Ministers, 
in order that the. possibility of any mis- 
understanding should be minimised. It 
is understood that considerable alterations 
have been made in the terms of the reply, 
and that M. Briand has agreed to several 
additions, designed to remove ambiguity 
from the original draft brought over by 
the French delegation. At to-morrows 
Cabinet meeting the conversations between 
Mr. Austen Chamberlain and M. Briand 
will be reviewed, and there should be 
little further delay in the despatch of the 
reply to the German Note, The next step 
will be an invitation for Dr. Stresemann, 
the German Foreign Minister, tc take 
part in negotiations with Mr. Chamber- 
lain, M. “riand and M. Vandervelde, the 
Foreign Minister of Belgium, who is ex- 
pected here within the next fortnight. The 
venue for the full discussions may be 
London, but, as the three Allied Ministers 
will be attending the meeting of the 
League of Nations next month, it is more 
probable that the invitation to Germany 
will mention Geneva as the meeting-place 


The Coal Commission... 


It is no easy matter for the Cabinet to 
define the.terms of reference to the Coal 
Commission or to decide upon that bodys 
composition. If good results are to emerge 
from the inquiry, the personnel must be 
such as to ensure the confidence of the 
coal-owners, miners and the country as 4 
whole. The Commissioners should include 
those who are qualified by technical know- 
ledge to express opinions upon the work- 
ing of the mines and the administration 
of the industry, and yet it is desirable 
that the inquiry should be of an_inde- 
pendent character. In’ these conditions 
it is expected that the Commission, while 
containing a majority of members un- 
connected with the industry, will include 
one or two with mining experience. Both 
sides would be satistied with Lord Sumner 
as Chairman, It is understood that he has 
been offered the post, but it would sur- 
prise no one if he hesitated to accept it. 


The Wool Textile Dispute. í 


So grave has become the deadlock in 
the wool textile industry that the Minister 
of Labour has decided to lend a hand in 
the hope of finding a basis of agreement 
between the parties. Over two hundred 
thousand workers are on strike, and the 
last fortnight has cost their union no less 
than £100,000 in strike pay. The cause 
of the dispute is pretty much the same 
as that of the coal trouble. Costs of pro- 
duction are so high that the Yorkshire 
manufacturers cannot compete with: the 
foreign producer. The home manafactu ‘ers 
took exactly the same steps to vemedly 
this as did the coal-owners. They ter- 
minated the existing agreement, .and 
offered a new one at lower rates. 


An International Parliament. 


Thirty British M.P.’s will be present 
at the International Parliamentary Con- 
ference which is to be held next month at 
Washington. The only one among them 
of international importance is Sir Robert 
Horne. Mr. Saklatvala, the Hindu 
member for North Battersea, and the. only 
Communist in the House of Commons, 
is to be of the party. and, no doubt, his 
ultra-Bolshevist tirades and general de- 
nunciation of British influence in India 
will enable Americans better to appraise 
some of our difficulties in the East. 
America has taken the Conference to her 
heart, and has thrown open the chamber 
of the House of Represerttatives for the 
meetings, which is the equivalent of 
throwing open the doors of our jealous!+- 
guarded House of Commons. Any. quali- 
fied M.P. of any country in the world 
can attend these gatherings on. payment 
of a nominal subscription to the move- 
ment and his steamship fares. From the 
time of landing until the time of embark- 
ing for the return journey America does 
the rest. i ' 


Foot-and-Mouth Disease. 


Prompt measures dealt, effectually with 
the outbreaks of foot-and-mouth disease 
in Hampshire and Yorkshire. In neither 
case can the origin of the outbreaks be 
traced, but the Board of Agriculture is 
still investigating, in the hope of discover- 
ing the ‘source of infection. <A test was 
carried out at the Board's testing station 
at Pirbright last month of Dr. Shaw's 
preparation, but his inoculation process 
does not- appear to have had satisfactory 
results. The experiment’ was made on two 
healthy heifers. They were inoculated 
with the preparation, ‘and after a lapse 
of five days were inodulated with the virus 
of the disease. Three davs later they were 
pronounced to be suffering ,from the 
disease. Further experiments are now in 
progress, and it is expected that the 
results will be announced shortly. 


The British Legion. 


Public response to Earl Haig’s appeal 
on behalf of ex-Service men has been dis- 
appointing. .The British Legion hoped to 
supplement their funds by at least £20,000. 
but to date only about £12,000 has come 
in, and daily reéeipts* showed a marked 
falling off. The Legion, however, looks 
forward to doing big things on “Poppy 
Day ” later in the year. Last year the 
national sale of the poppies brought in 
upwards of £340,000. Another appeal 
which has failed. as regards the extent of 
the response expected is that made by the 
Prince of Wales just before he left on his 
present tour on behalf of the Nationat 
Rifle Association, which require something 
like £100,000 to pay off debt and to put 
the Association on a sound financial foot- 
ing. Leéss than a fourth of that sum has 
been collected.

At a dinner in the Dolphin Hotel, Dublin, 
last night, a presentation was made on behalf 
of a large number of friends to the Very ®v. 
John Dawson, 8.M., President of the Catholic 
University School, Lower Leeson street, on 
the occasion of his departure for Hull, where 
he has been appointed President of the 
secondary school which the Marist Fathers 
are opening. The arrangements were made by 
a committee consisting of Dr. F. Kennedy 
Cahill, ex-President of the Catholic Univer- 
sity School Union (who acted as hon. secre- 
tary); Mr /. B. Kilmurray (Hibernjan 
Bank); Mr. Bowers, and Mr. Brindley. 

The presentation took the form of a 
beautiful set of French Celtic vestments, 
designed by the Dun Emer Guild, and a sub- 
stantial cheque. 

Surgeon J. $. McArdle, who presided, said 
that Father Dawson joined the Marist Order 
to spread the light of the religion that he 
professed. He was now going on a great 
mission, and his many friends wished to 
show in a immaterial way how they regarded 
him, although the presentation was only a 
trivial recognition of his great merits. 

The presentation was then made by the 
Chairman, amid applause. 

Professor Arthur Clery said that they were 
very sorry to lose Father Dawson. ey 
hoped that in the country he was going to he 
would do work parallel to-that which he had 
been doing in Ireland. . 

Dr W. Doolin said that three factors which 
contributed to Father Dawson’s success were 
adaptibility, equinimity and youth. 

Father Dawson expressed his thanks for 
the compliment paid him, and said that he 
had a feeling of great, enthusiasm and hope 
about the work that he was going to do in 
England, because he regarded it as essentially 
an apostolic work for the Catholi¢ Church. 
The greatest want of the Catholics in England 
was the want of secondary education. The 
Catholic children in England to-day had 
nothing tut primary. édacation, or were 
obliged to go to Protestant schools, and the 
result was that they had no middle-class 
population, without which Catholics could 
not take their proper place in the affairs of 
the country. . 

He thought that great credit was due to 
the bishops and Catholics of England for the 
efforts that they were making to give 
secondary education t their people, and that 
Catholic parents in Ireland should take ex- 
ample from them. Some of their Catholic 
parents sent their children to Protestant 
schools because they thought that it was more 
fashionabie. He was very glad, therefore, *o 
goon this mission to a parish that had a 
Catholic population of about 20,000, or only 
about half that of Westland row parish, and 
fo a parish that had had no Catholic 
secondary school.

IMMUNITY FROM WART DISEASE. 


Important work in the interests of potato- 
growers is being done at the Ormskirk, 
Lancashire, potato-testing station by the 
Ministry of Agriculture, in conjunction with 
the National Institute of Agricultural Botany. 

The station is, perhaps, best known for its 
efforts to check and banish wart disease in 
potatoes. It intervened at a critical ‘period in 
the fight against this scourge. : 

As many as 2,000 entries have been received 
for examination in one.season. Only a very 
small percentage of the potential introductions 
survive and reach the market, but some 
hundreds get as far as the later tests for wart 
disease. Six new breeds of commercial value 
have been proved to be immune from the 
disease. There are also the so-called virus 
diseases, such as mosaic and leaf roll. Nearly 
200 samples collected by the Ministry of Agri- 
culture inspectors are now under examination 
for the first time for these diseases. The 
various other characteristics of the crop are 
being stadied, imcluding yielding properties 
under different conditions, marketing and con- 
suming qualities, the order of ripening, and 
so forth.

AN AWKWARD SITUATION. 


A remarkable situation at the Scariff Dis- 
trict Hospital was described at the meeting 
of the Clare County Board of Health in 
Ennis yesterday. The Local Government 
Department some time ago directed that the 
nursing staff at the hospital should consist 
of a matron and two wurses, instead of a 
matron and three nurses. Thereupon the 
nursing staff threatened to resign if an at- 
tempt were made to enforce the new arrange- 
ment. They contended that the work could 
not be done efficiently by less than three 
nurses. The new arrangement was en- 
forced, however, and the nursing staff re- 
signed on the third of this month, but con- 
sented to continue at duty until their suc- 
cessors arrived. 

Dr. O'Connor, in the circumstances, tele- 
phoned to Dublin for nurse, and they 
a rived at Scariff on the 6th instant. A few 
hours before the arrival of the new nurses 
the old nursing staff left the hospital, and 
Dr. O’Connor gave instructions that in no 
circumstances were they to be permitted to 
re-enter it. On that afternoon, however, 
they reteened for their baggage, but found 
Civic Guards on duty, the medical officer 
having reported the matter to the guards in 
order to prevent intimidation of the new 
nurses, 

In the circumstances, the members of the 
old nursing staff refused either to enter the 
building if the Civic Guards were present, or 
to remove their baggage if it were brought 
to the hospital door. 

Matters remained thus until yesterday. 
when the members of the old staff appeared 
before the Board of Health .and demanded 
permission to enter the hospital and get their 
baggage. 

A vote of censure on Dr. O’Connor for 
calling in the Civic Guards was proposed 
and seconded, but the doctor explained that 
he had had reason to fear that an attempt 
would be made to intimidate the Dublin 
nurses. - 

Finally, it was decided that the nurses 
should be allowed to remove their baggage 
last night, subiect to arrangements made by 
the medical officer.
